of this county, 

This decision was to raise the as- 
sessment on oils and to make this 
assessment uniform throughout the 
state. The price agreed upon by all 
of the assessors, who were members]. 
of the convention, is 50 cents a bar- 
rel for light ofl and 45 cents fo 
heavy oils. This is an increase in 
assessment of 10 cents for light oils 
and 15 cents for the heavy. 

In Contra Costa county alone the 
increase will-mean about $1,000,000 
added in assessed valuation of the 
oil plants ,and therefore of the coun- 
tv. This industry is the largest in 
the county and forms one of the big- 
gest in the state. 

Last year the assessment rolls 
showed an approximate total of 6,- 
000,000 barrels of oil assessed in 
the county. At that-time there was 
no segregation betwen the light and 
heavy oils but this rule will be put 
into effect throughout. the state this: 
year. 

According to the decision of the 
assessors the assessments on pump- 
ing stations and pipe lines will re- 
main the same as_last year.

“Jabor aims, as expressed by the executive council of the 
Américan Federation of Labor, are the same in funda- 
mentals as the principles for which more than half the 
world. has aligned itself against eGrmany, 
“Nothing that representatives of labor have promul- 
gated before has lent as much dignity and distinction to 


the announcement. 

‘Emphasizing the loyalty of labor to the allied cause 
first, the announcement goes on to review the situation 
the world finds itself in after more than three years of 
hostilities. It is-pointed out that the hope of labor lies 

- in opportunity for freedom. 

. The farmers of the pronouncement showed them- 
selves to be not deceived by the comfortable thought that 
the outcome of the war will have no bearing on their fut- 
‘ure status. 

They realize fully that Prussian victory would spell 
ruin to the great advance labor has made in the past twe 
hundred years. It would mean the beginning of a re- 
pressive system; the man who works woulde become a 
minute part of a whole, and would cease to be a whole in 
himself, Individual freedom only so far as-it did not 
infringe upon the interests of the state. And so long as 
the destiny of the state is shaped, not only by the men 
who form its fabric, but by a single family or a military. 
caste, that condition is bound to be intolerable to Ameri- 
cans. i way

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HOSPITAL CONDITIONS EXCELLENT 


After an inspection trip to a base hospital, Secretary 
of War Baker. made the following reply Sancerning hos- 
pital conditions: 

_“With Surgeon General Gorgas and Dr. Hornsby I 
made this morning a personal inspection of the entire 
base hospital at Camp Meade, The hospital is very large, 
fully equipped with scientific laboratories and facilities, 
has. an adequate number of trained nurses under the 
supervision of a. skilled superintendent; its medical and 
surgical staffs are made up of competent men filled with 
enthusiastn for their work. The hospital throughout is 
clean and well cared for; there was an abundance of clean 
linen, a plentiful supply of well-prepared and appetizing 
food? and every evidence of considerate attention to the 
patients was manifest. | talked with a large number of 
the patients, none of whom knew who I[ was, and found 
them cheerful and without a single complaint as to their 
treatment or comfort. Dr. Hornsby told me at the con- 
clusion of our inspection that the base hospitals in the 
cantonments throughout the country were substantially 
like the one we visited this morning. It was a most re- 
assuring visit. I have long been interested in hospitals, }¢, 
and if I were to have a personal illness ‘which required 
hospital treatment I should be perfectly content to be sick 
in the base hospital at Camp Meade, satisfied that I 
would receive the attention necessary and under comfort- 
able conditions.”
